When Vaughn first entertained the 
idea of becoming a musician (he plays 
fine trumpet), “pop” singing was. as 
far from his plans as possible. He was 
a standout with the loca] citizenry, 
noted for the many trumpeters con- 
tests he’d won. Personality - wise, 
Vaughn was also a winner. He was 
voted by a forseeing senior class at 
Jeanette High School, Kent, Ohio, “the 
boy most likely to succeed.” 


Up to this point in his career, V. M. 
was primarily interested in only ex- 
pressing music via the bell of his trum- 
pet. However, his horn was out of 
place at the chureh choir — to which 
he regularly added his vocal talents.
